Pocahontas County High School offers a variety of voca- 
tional classes, including Carpentry and Welding. Welding is cur- 
rently taught by Mr. Irvine during first and second block both 
terms. Welding focuses on shop safety. general welding profes- 
sions, reading blueprints, non-destructive testing, measuring, and 
more. This course helps the students to start a career, to possibly 
certify, and to help gain full employment 

The carpentry classes include Intro. to Building Construc- 
tion and Building Construction I and II, taught by Mr. Gibson 
These classes are for students who have an interest in building 
Intro. is a prerequisite for Building Construction I. Major units of 
instruction in these classes are safety education, tool use, foun- 
dation layout, common framing, and application of building codes.

Building a Strong Foundation 


Forestry and Vocational Agriculture classes are some of 
the most popular classes at PCHS, These classes are taught 
by Mr. Riley and Mr. Burns. 

Mr Riley teaches Agriscience, Ag. Mechanics, Green- 
house Management, and Agriculture and Natural Resources I 
and II. Mr. Burns teaches Intro-to-Forestry, Forestry Land II, 
and Wildlife Management. 

Forestry and Vo-Ag classes offer students many valuable 
and educational hands-on-learning opportunities. 

Animportant part ofthe Vo-Ag classes' curriculum is the 
SAEP, or Supervised Agricultural Experience Program. Each 
student is required to keep a detailed record book on an agri- 
culture-related project. By completing an SAEP, students will 
earn an additional half credit.

Electricity/ 
Electronics 


Switches, wiring, ohms, and rectifiers are all taught to students in 
the Electronics and Electricity classes at PC.H.S. These two voca- 
tional classes are offered by Mr. Ziegler and Mr. Beverage 

Inthe series of Electricity classes, the students learn the basics of 
residential wiring and rewiring. This year the students have been busy 
working on different projects, Theclass started wiringthehouse ofa 
local resident. This was a very complicated job that took both semes- 
tersto finish. Two other big tasks this year were wiring the Distance 
Ed. room and concession stand at the baseball field. 

Inthe Electronics program, students begin by learning the ba- 
sics, soldering use, multi-meters, oscilloscope and electronic power 
supplies. In the more advanced classes (Electronics I and II) the 
students learn the basic terminology and how to use various other 
components, Cisco isa combination of web-based and instructor-led 
learning, Mr. Beverage uses labs to teach networking and informa- 
tional technology. The students work onthe computers to practice 
what they leam and to take the National Cisco Exam. Students that 
take this class learn how to design, build and maintain computer net- 
works,
